NEw YORK, September 1.—Since the earth- 
quake shock there has been no telegraphic 
communication with Charleston, 8. O., from 
any pointin the country. The telegraph au- 
thorities have been unabie to get press dis- 
patcbes or other communications from there, 
This circumstance occasions great concern, 
That section of the country seems to have been 
the center of the disturbance. Savannah, 
Ga., reports that the shock was the severest 
ever feit in that locality. It is kuown that 
as Obridge in the vicinity of Charies- 
ton was shaken from its foundations, 
and the wires all lost, butitis not so serious 
as the fact that various other points through 
which there should be a communication with 
the city are unabie to get anything from the 
piace. 

September 1, 2:l5a. m.—Upto2a. m. there 
had been no communication from Charieston. 
The bridge that is failen carried the telegraph 
wires into the city. A report has been re- 
ceived from a point twenty-five miles from the 
city that the railroad tracks leading from there 
to Charleston have been submerged. 

The point’from which the railroad leading 
into Charieston is reported submerged, is Kav- 
enels, on the Savannah and Ubarieston Rail- 
road, abuut eighteen miles distant from the 
city.

THE RUIN IN CHARLESTON. 

There was a terrible earthquake last night 
at 9:50. The principal business portion of the 


were rendered homeless. Men were 
frantic, women were beseeching mercy from 
the Aimighty, and children were in tears. 
The main station-house, the City Hall, Hiber- 
nian Hall, and many other well-known public 
bulidings, including St. Michael's Church, 
were irreparabiy damaged. Many people were 
seriously if not fatally injured.

ABOUT ONE HUNDRED PEESONS KILLED 

It is impossible at this time to give a correct 
estimate of the casualties. It is expected that 
between fifty and one hundred persons have 
been killed and several bundred wounded. At 
tne time of the first shock fires broke 
out In five different parts of 
the city. About twenty houses were 
destroyed by fire; scarcely; 100 houses in the 
city are occupied at this time. The people 
are ailencamped in the open piaces. Alii the 
stores are closed and scarcity of provisions 
is feared ,not from want of provisions, but be- 
Cause no one Can be gotto reacyn tie stures to 
sel them. 

THE CITY WRAPPED IN GLOOM.

RUSSIAN OCCUPATION TO BE RESISTED. 

PARIS, September 1.—The Journal des Debats 
publishes an interview with Prince Alexander 
of Hesse, father of Prince Alexander of Bul- 
garia, in which he declares that Bulgaria would 
resist any attempt cn the part of Russia to oc- 
cupy the country, and says that the hostilities 
which would follow would compromise the 
pacific relations existing between three em- 
pires. , 

AN ERRONEOUS IMPRESSION. 

LONDON, September 1.—The Vienna Frei- 
denblatt, commenting on the North German 
Gazette’s apparent insinuation that an under- 
standing exists between Austria and Russia 
regarding their respective spheres in the 
Balkans, asserts emphatically that such an 
impression is erroneous. Both the Gazette’s 
and the Fremdenblatt’s articles have caused a 
sensation. Dr. Windthorst, the German cieri- 
eal leader, thinks that Prince Bismarck is 
doing allin his power to destroy his reputa- 
tion as a great statesman.

TNE COASTING TRADE. 
NEw York, September 1.—A Montreal Que- 
bee special says: A circular was received 
from Ottawa yesterday morning by the cus- 


toms authorities at this port in reference tothe 
coasting trade between the United States and 
Canada, and which, if enforced, will put a 
stop to American vessels, not properly regis- 
tered, carrying cargo between Canadian ports. 
This circular is to the effect that owing to the 
numerous seizures recently made by ofii- 
cers of the special agents’ branch, it 
is believed that great laxity exists on 
the part of collectors and other officers in 
connection with the traffic carried on by 
small boats between Canadian and foreign 
ports. Great vigilance in enforcing the laws 
is insisted on and special attention is called to 
the fact that it is unlawful to import goods 
from any piace out of Canadain any vessel 
not duly registered and with acertificate of 
registiy on board. Only British vessels, or 
those belonging to foreign powers who are in 
treaty wii) Great Britain, the circular further 
states, can competein the coasting trade of 
Canada, and in tuture vessels from the United 
States—there being no treaty now with that 
country—must not be allowed to go from one 
Canadian port to another for cargoes. 
DORIES LOST. 

New YorkK, September 1.—Aspecial tothe 
Herald from St. Johns, N. F., says: Seven 
dories, containing fourteen fishermen, which 
had been driven from the Grand Banks during 
the destructive hurricane ofthe 18th inst., 
were picked up and brought in during the past 
two days to St. John and st. Pierre. Many of 
the crews were without food or water for sey- 
eral days, and were reduced to a pitiable state 
of exhaustion. Over twenty dories and crews 
are yet unaccounted for.

INAUGURATION OF THE FIGHT FIXED FOR

ago the brewers began organizing.

the labor questions the brewers took fire

were after ten hours a day and $55 and $60 per 
month wages.

More conferences 
were had between brewers and workmen re- 
sulting in the rejection of all propositions 
made by the latter. At about the time 
of this final rejection a boycott circular was 
issued charging Jos.

THIS CIRCULAR WAS DISTRIBUTED 
broadcast, and as the workmen claimed to be 
acting under the advice and direction of 
the Knights of Labor Jos. Schnaider saw 
M. A. Sullivan, Master Workman of D.A., No. 
73, who utterly repudiated the brewers, say- 
ing their organization was not 
a part of the Knights of 
Labor, and the boycott was not sanctioned 
nor advised vid the District Assembly which 
alone had authority to issue a boycott. 
The union persisted and made us overtures 
toward peace. Recently the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation, in meeting, passed a resolution order- 
ing that copies be printed and displayed 
in every brewery belonging to the 
members of the association. The 
resolutions demanded the ceasing of annoy- 
ance and hostilities avainst the two breweries, 
and stated that unless this was done by Sep- 
tember 4 every union man would be dis- 
charged. 
THESE PLACARDS WERE POSTED 
Monday. The workmen who belonged tothe 
union attended a meeting on Monday night, 
and in that meeting it was agreed to demand 
of their employers that the offensive placards 
beremoved. iftheir demand was not comm- 
plied with the men were to leave the employ

Secretary Bayard Gives the Louisiana Poli- 
ticians a Surprise. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

Wasurncton, D. C., 
President yesterday sent from the Adiron- 
dacks to the State Department the commis- 
sion of Judge Manning of Louisiana as Minis- 
ter to Mexico, succeeding Gen. Jack- 


appointment of Matthews as Recorder of Deeds. 
Untilthe present time Manning was never 
heard of outside of the State of Louisiana. 
He was for a few years one of the Asso- 
ciate Judges upon the Supreme bench 
of his State. His term of oftice 
expired about one year ago. He asked to be 
re-appointed, as in that State Sageenee Judges 
are appointed instead of elected. Gov. Mc- 
Enery refused to appoint hifm uponthe ground 
that his babits were entirely too convivial. 
Mr. Manning is represented to be avery high- 
toned gentleman, regarded in his State 
as a very eminent lawyer. Secretary 
Bayard is reported to ave said that 
his appointment was not made through any 
influence of politicians. Last October 
Manning spent some while in the city, 
it is supposed for the purpose 
of being appointed to some office. He was a 
daily visitor at the State Department, and used 
to spend hours in company with tne 
Secretary. Mr. Bayard became very much 
impressed with Judge. Manning, although he 
knew very little of him before and said at the 
time that he wanted Mr. Manning to bea 
member of the diplomatic service and 
from that timeon he has had his eagie eye upon 
the Louisiana statesman, but never until now 
did an opportunity present itself. It is 
supposed that had politicians of 
Louisiana known that Manning was being con- 
sidered, a very strong effort would have 
been made to have defeated the ap- 
pointment. He is not in harmony 
with the political powers of Louisiana, but is 
looked upon as being tinctured more 
or less with mugwumpian notions. 
President Cleveland never heard of 
him until Mr. Bayard recommended his 
appointment. Mr. Bayard said he was a good 
man and laid particular stress upon the fact 
that he was a very hightoned gentie- 
man. Judge Manning will leave _ for 
his post of duty in a few 
days and hopes to arrive at his destination 
and assume charge on the lith prox. He is 
about55 years of age, and of rather fine 
presence. He is also reputed to be quite 
wealthy, having a very large estate in the in- 
terior, between New Orleans and Baton 
Rouge. 


Italian Emigration. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 1.—An ex. 
haustive report from Consul-General Alden a¢ 
Rome upon the emigration of Italians—made 
in compliance with departmental instruction— 


has been received by the Secretary of State. 
The majority of emigrants are drawn from 
the rural districts, being farm laborers, shep- 
herds and peasants. tare raiely carry more 
than from $10 to $30 each, over and above 
their passage, and in many instances it has 
been f@und that this amount, including pas- 
sage money, has been raised by loans at the 
rate of fifty to seventy-five per cent interest 
to be repaid from prospective ‘earnings in 
America. ‘‘l am satisfied,’’ Mr. Alden writes, 
‘*‘thatthere is no emigration to the United 
States of the chronic paupers or insane per- 
sons, either from thie district or other por- 
tions of the kingdom, and also no assisted 
emigration.’’ The Italian government does 
nothing to prohibit or restrict emigration. Its 
attitude is simply that of watchfulnegs to pre- 
vent the swindling or deceiving of ignorant 
persons. The large number of Italians who 
have found what is for them lucrative employ- 
mentinthe United States, have in the past 
few years greatiy influenced the direction of 
emigration from Italy. : 


The President’s Mansion.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 1.—The 
painters and decorators of the President’s 
house are rapidly nearing the endof their 
work.

first coat of white paint on the exterior walls;

How the Anarchists Hope to Secure the 
Freedom of the Parsons Gang. 


CHICAGO, September 1.—The committee of | 


twenty-one 
meeting to make preparations for a labor con- 
vention wasin session last night. None but 
members of the committee and anarchist sym- 
pathizers were admitted to the council. 
Among the number was Gen. Parsons, a 
brother of one of the convictedmen. He, 
with others, is using most strenuous efforts 
to obtain the freedom of the convicted anarch- 
ists by means ofthe ballot. A Socialist who 
has been a prime mover in ail local labor 
movements, and who is thoroughly 
conversant with the object of the present po- 
litical movement, is Joseph Gruenhut. He said 
last night that the present movement would 
not bave been started but for the impetus 
given it because of the revulsion of feeling 
created by the verdict against the anarchists. 
The labor organizations were divided into fac- 
tions which he classed as Knights of Labor, 
trede and labor unions, amd Central Labor 
Union, or Socialists. 

‘*The other factions,’’ he said, ‘‘make 
strong protests that they have no sympathy 
with Socialists, and declare the verdict was 
just as they had wished, but théy are either 
lying outright orare political bummers who 
have been trying to use the labor organiza- 
tions to further their ow selfish ends. The 
present ncvement will demonstrate the truth 


of this. The knights of Laborand the trades’ 
unions ciaim they will control this 
convention but they are represented 


in every case except two by delegates whose 
primary object isto show the public at large 
their revulsion of feeling against the verdict. 
The two exceptions are conservatives who 
hope to obtain an opportunity to 
SELL OUT TO OTHER POLITICIANS. 

The Central Labor Union will undoubtedly 
control the coming convention and their 
power wili be realized after the election.’’

‘*‘It is a mere accident to be Republican or 
Democrat,a mere prejudice; therefore bave we 
decided to puta labor ticketin the field and call 
upon all voters tosustuinit.’’. This declara- 
tion, itis expected, will prove 
A MOST CONVINCING ONE. 

Among their declarations is one stating that 
class legislation is contrary to sound public 
policy and must be abolished by political agi 
tation and voluntary trade regulations. After 
deciarinyg that capita! is created by iabor, the 
capitalist is defined as the director of capital 
and labor and the workingmen are told that 
through trade organizations alone can they 
1egulate the conditions of employment and 
save themselves from the iash of the 
director aforesaid. This is followed bythe 
statement that ‘‘any law or institutions, cus- 
toms or classes, which tend to obstruct labor 
retorm are contrary to public policy and must 
be abulished.’’ The general Government is 
giventoknow that: ‘‘When private enter- 
prise proves insufficient to employ the whole 
able bodied population it becomes a‘matter of 
pubdiic coucern to furnish employment on 
useful works to prevent the permanent 
pauperization of the working people. Govern- 
ment must regulate the Rired work of 
children and femaies, and prevent the over- 
working of its toiling masses. Any hindrance 
to the universal distribution of the means of 
living amone ail peopie according to their 
services must be removed and the over accu- 
mulation of the means of buiman living in the 
private possession of asmail number of indi- 
viduais must be reduced by progres- 
sive income and property taxes and 
other legal and voluntary regulations.’’ 
The reduction of ‘‘over-accumulation’’ in the 
bands of individuals isthe socialistic feature 
of the deciaration, although it is thought to 
have been disguised from tue general public. 
It will be expiained so that the socialistic 
assembiies will take considerable satisfaction 
outofit. The committee feels confident that 
the labor party can poll 100,000 votes at the fail 
election and that virtuaily the result wii! be at 
their dictation.

AN OUTRAGEOUS WRONG. 


THE STORIES OF SPECIAL ENVOY SEDG- 
WICK’S CAROUSAL DENIED.

His Friends in New York Denounce the 
Charge as a Political Lie and Slander— 
A Strong Denial from a Mexican Gentle- 
man of High Position—Gen. Perch’s Al- 
leged Telegram a Canard—The Envoy’s 
Record at Washington, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

WASHINGTON, September 1.—The officers of 
the State Department were exceedingly reti- 
cent yesterday in reference to the stories 
about Special Envoy Sedgwick. Secretary 
Bayard and his assistant positively asserted 
that they had no information whatever from 
Mr. Sedgwick, or from anyone in Mexico. 
They each made a positive denial that they 
bad received any telegram from Consul-Gen- 


eral Porch. Notwithstanding <he fact that 
Secretary Bayard denies having re- 
ceived any information from 


Mexico, it was stated late iast night, upon the 
most reliabie authority from one in a position 
to know,that the Secretary,at ll o'clock in the 
evening received adispatch from Sedgwick, 
the contents of which could not be learned, 
but Mr. Bayard telegraphed in reply the fol- 
lowing words: ‘‘Your personal denial is sguf- 
fivient.’’ 

This, of course, would imply that Mr. Sedg- 
wick hag communicated to the Secretary his 
version of the case. There have been 
as many opinions expressed upon the 
subject of Mr. Sedgwick'’s denial as there 


are patent churns. A gentleman who has 
just returned from Mexico was seen last niubt 
by the Post-DISPATCH representative, whose 
Opinion was swelicited as an expert as tothe 
eifects of whisky when drunk at high altitade, 
the alleged mistakeof Mr. Sedgwick. He suid 
it was very dangerous to drink stimulants 
stronger than wine in the City of Mexico, and 
that Americans who were in the habitof drink- 
ing &@ great deal at home wouid auickly be- 
come intoxicated on a very small quantity. 
When aman gets one drink there, be wants 
100, and after ;that nothing will satisfy 
hiin, short of seeing the city in all ite phases. 

An Associated Press dispatch says that Sec- 
retary Bayard received last evening a tele- 
grain from Mr. A.G.Sedgwick, who was recently 
Sen. onaspecial mission to Mexico, stating 
tiat the stories circulated about him were 
faise. and that proot to that effect would be 
produced whenever he was called upon by the 
Secretury of State therefor. 


-Sedgwick’s Friends Defend Him. 


NEW YORK, September 1.—The publication 
in yesterday's WORLD of a dispatch to Secre- 
tary Bayard from tbe American Consul-Gen- 
éral at the City of Mexico aegking forthe recall 
of Sedgwick, because, as alleged, he had dis- 
graced himself and his Government, pro- 
duced much excitement among the friends of 
Sedgwick inthis city. Mr. W. C. Tuckerman 
of No.2 Wall street, who is Mr. A. G. Sedg- 
wick'’s brother-in-law, said yesterday toa 
WORLD reporter: 

‘*The whole storyisa political lie, manu- 
factured by Mr. Sedgwick'’s enemies in Mex- 
ico. He was ser™ cown there by Secretary 
Bayard to devote himeelf to an amicable ada- 
justmentofthedifferences between Mexicoand 
the United States. Secretary Bayard doubt- 
lesa knew that the exigencies of the case 
necessitated the appointment of a special en- 
voy. It is ta'r to presume toat he had no con- 
fidence in the Aimerican Minister, Jackson, In 
so importantacuse. TheSecretary has known 
Mr. sedgewitk long and pleasantiy, and he 
Sedgwick is especially learned 
in the prirciples of international law. That 
seems to have been dis- 
tusteful to the American Minister in Mexico 
and it is chy thatheisdoing all he can 
do to be ie Mr, Sedgwick's work. 
The fact is they don’t like the 
accusation of their incompetency to handle 
the Mexican difficulties which Mr. Sedgwick’'s 
Therefore do Iand all 
ol Mr. Sedewick’s triends believe that he is 
being made the victim of a cruel conspiracy 
As to bis personal habits, l can say that I have 
spent inuch of my time in his company, and | 
have only rarely known him to take wine, and 
thatatdinner. At the dinner he atten:ied in 
Mexico he tmnet the best people in that city. 
It is probable that he towk wine, but that 
he took too much I do not for one 
moment believe, for he ts not that 
sorteof aman. ‘ihat he conducted himself in 
other ways more disgracetul, as the preas ac- 
counts say he did, is an outrageous lie manu- 
factured, as I said before, by his enemies.

‘‘What have you to say regarding the dis- 
patch to the State Department asking ior his 
reca!i?’’ 

‘‘] doubt its authenticity in the first place, 
and, in the second, why, if such a dispatch 
was sentat ell, did notthe American Minist-r 
himself, instead of the Consul-General, affix 
his signaturm? The press isail wrong in this 
affair anyway. First it was eaid Mr. Sedywick 
brought nocredentiais, and theretore wasn't 
recognized by the American officiais. Mr. 
Sedgwick is too good alawyerto go on without 
proper credentiais.’’

The Strange Discovery Made in Parts of 
Lawrence County, Ind. 


MOONEY, Ind., September 1.—Persons just

He arrived in 
England at the beginning of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, and staying afew daysin Birming- 
ham, became acquainted with some manu- 
facturers of ammunition. They offered hima 
handsome commission if he wouid seil their 
goodsto the French. He undertook to earn 
the commission readily, as he remembered 
several Brazilian friends had gone to France, 
and occupied good positions very near to Gam- 

betta, with whom he would have to deal. He 
wentto France and through his friends made 
propositions to furnish supplies to the French 
army which were accepted, and contracts 
were drawnand signed. The sales were very 
large, and, satisfied with his diplomacy which 
had gotten such advantageous contracts, 
Dr. Lane undertook. to retarn to England. 
The Germans were thenin possession of the 
South of France and were pushing the war 
with so much spirit thatthe result was easily 
presaged. Dr. Lane passed through the Ger- 
Inan lines by a fortuitous combination of cir- 
cumstances, and was trying to getout of the 
country by way of Marseilles. In an inn where 
he stopped for dinner he observed a man who 
was peculiarly triendly. They taiked to- 

wether, the stranger changing the lan- 
guage from German to French, . then 

to Englisb or Spanish, every few 
tainutes. He was a fluent linguist,and seemed 
to bein doubtabout Lane’s nationality. His 
own linguistic periections made Lane doubt 
untilatrick of the tongue betrayed the Pole 

That suggested a suspicion to Dr. Lane, the 
Pole was inthe employ of the Germans, and 
suspected Lane of being a French spy. The 
contracts, proposals in copy and other pa- 

pers werein a é#émull valise which Lane car- 
ried. If hu was detected thev 
would he evidence sufficient to 
doom him. Lane contrived to leave 
his entertuiner for a time and dropped his 

valise, which also contained a large sum of 
rnoney needed for traveling expenses, into the 
ltiver Rhone which was near the village where 
he was then stopping. Atthe next village he 
Was arrested with two other suspects and 
taken before a court-martial almost immedi- 
ately. The other two were tried before him, 
and sentenced to be shot. As Lane wus taken 
before the court they were shot. He 
heard the guns as he stood be- 
fore the court. Theevidence,against him was 
that he was a stranger without passports. He 
guveastraight account of himself. He was 
un American returning from Brazil via Europe 
and traveling on the Continent for pleasure 
before vctne beans. The presiding judge was 
interested when he said he had lived in Rio de 
Janeiro. Did he know a German banker there 
by the name of —, and thejudge mentioned 
a famillarname. To be surahe did, told the 
judge about his old friend, how he had pros- 
pered, ete. So delighted was the German 
that he not only did not have Lane shot and 
set him at liberty, but gave him a passport 
that enabied him-te witness the siege of Dijon 
then in progress. He returned to England, 
the contratts though destroyed were filled, 
and the Birmingham firm got their money. 

Lane would not travel any more for them, 

however, and returnedto America. He came 
West, studied medicine in St. Louis, practised 
in Sontheast Missourifora year or two and 


Paul schools. He came to the States again 
last March to look into the manual training 
schools and return with his family for a per- 
manent residencein Brazil. The new school 
to be established will be very much like the 
manual training school in connection with 
Washington University, and is intended to 
make the educational system of Brazil more 
practical than it has heretofore been. 
Of late years hundreds of young men have 
been sentto the States every year to be edu- 
cated, and they returning to Brazil are form- 
ing an active, liberal and progressive party, 
socially, politically and intellectually. It is 
thought there is now sufficient cuitivation 
among native Brazilians to make native edu- 
cational institutions successful, and the St. 
Paul schools are intended to utilize this ma- 
terial.
